To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  the   Citizens 
of  the  Shelburne  School  District: 

Foreword 

How  prood  were  the  o;oo(l  old  days  ?  Were  the  people  who 
were  in  school  fifty  years  ag'O  as  "'ood  as  they  now  claim  thev 
were?  Are  the  stormy  charges  that  today's  children  "aren't 
learning-  anything,"  more  particularly  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  true  1 

Extensive  examinations  were  given  throughout  most  o^" 
the  country  in  an  effort  to  get  the  answers  to  these  questions. 
The  same  tests  as  were  given  fifty  to  one  hundred  years  ago 
were  given  again. 

The  results  prove  that  the  children  of  today  do  better 
in  mental  and  written  arithmetic  and  in  oral  and  silent  read- 
ing, about  the  same  in  geography  and  history,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  they  have  one  hundred  more  years  of  it  to  study,  and 
onl}^   slightly   poorer  in    spelling. 

Whv  not  get  the  facts  about  our  schools?  Take  time  to 
read  "Changing  Times"  in  the  Kiplinger  Magazine,  June, 
1954  or  "How  Cood  Are  Our  Public  Schools?"  in  the  Read- 
ers Digest,  September,  1954. 

The  youth  of  today  know  more  about  more  things  than 
any  preceding  generation.  Our  young  people  are  better  pre- 
pared for  college  than  ever  before. 

You  will  be  interested  in  the  fact  that  on  standard 
achievement  tests  the  children  of  this  supervisory  union  are 
above  both  the  New  England  and  National  norms. 

Let  us  know  our  schools,  what  they  have  done  and  what 
they  are  doing,  and  cooperate  in  a  common  effort  to  make 
them  ever  better. 
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Teacher 

Miss  Madeline  Lary  returned  as  teacher  at  the  Shelburne 
School.  She  formerly  tauoht  in  Shelburne  from  1944-46  and 
during-  the  school  years  1952-54. 

Enrollment   and   Attendance 

There  are,  at  this  writing,  20  enrolled  in  the  school.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  4  over  the  same  period  last  year. 

Percentage  of  attendance  for  1953  was  93.0.  There  were 
4  cases  of  tardiness.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  a 
percentage  of  attendance  of  97  is  considered  commendable. 
Parents  are  urged  to  see  that  pupils  are  not  unnecessarily 
absent  from  school. 

Tuition 

In  September,  Ave  had  26  attending  school  outside  the 
district.  Of  these,  two  are  at  Gould  Academy,  14  at  the  Gor- 
ham  elementary  school  and  10  at  Gorham  High  School.  With 
no  one  in  the  high  school  senior  class  and  3  in  grade  6,  we 
would  expect  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  tuition  pupils 
for  the  coming  year. 

The  tuition  rates  for  1954-55  in  Gorham  are  $175.00  for 
elementary  and  $250.00  for  high  school. 

Capital  Reserve  Bus  Fund 

The  1954  annual  March  meeting  voted  to  establish  a 
Capital  Reserve  Bus  Fund  and  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000.  During  the  summer,  it  developed  that  the 
Budget  Committee  had  neglected  to  include  the  $2000.00  in 
their  report  to  the  State  Tax  Commission.  Accoordingly,  we 
have  at  this  writing  no  money  set  aside  for  the  Bus  Fund. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

The  school  board's  total  budget  for  1955-56  is  $13,265.00 
as  compared  with  $14,086.00  voted  to  be  raised  last  year.  It  is 
to  be  remembered  that  $2,000.00  of  the  last  year's  appropri- 
ation was  not  raised  due  to  the  reason  given  above.  After 
deducting  the  $2,000.00  not  raised,  this  year's  budget  shows 
an  increase  of  $1,179.00  over  the  amount  raised  for  1954-55. 
Exactly  $1,100.00  of  this  increase  is  accounted  for  in  the 
tuition  item. 
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Warrant 

The  School  Board  has  included  two  special  articles  in 
the  warrant  this  year.  Since  the  money  voted  for  the  Capital 
Reserve  Bus  Fund  last  year  was  not  appropriated,  they  are 
asking-  that  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  be  raised  and  appropriated 
for  a  new  school  bus.  They  have  been  asked  to  include  an 
article  regarding  redecorating  the  school  house,  purchasing 
new  teacher  and  pupil  desks  and  other  costs  incidental  to  re- 
grading'  the  school  yard.  A  group  of  local  citizens  presented  a 
ronuest  for  $1500.00  under  this  article  to  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee.
